PUBLISHERS, CRITICS AND CRITICISM. 


In this article we propose to review the relations, which, in our 
opinion, should exist between book publishers and critics; and be- 
tween the public and the latter. Our object is not to give offence. 








We are entirely free from preconceived prejudices, upon this particular 


topic; but we can not as freely boast of disinterestedness;®since in all 
that appertains to the advancement of American culture—to the for- 
mation and general adoption of a correct standard of criticism—an 
to the universal diffusion of useful knowledge, we feel the most sin- 
cere and devoted interest. Hence, we have resolved upon pointing out 
a portion of those numerous abuses, which, alas! but too evidently 
exist ; not, however, for the purpose of flattering or eulogizing any one 
party at the expense of another, but to set forth our views of what the 
people should rightfully expect, both from Publishers and Critics. 

No reader, at all acquainted with the history of English Literature, 
and no enlightened scholar, will fail to pay the tribute of just respect 
to ‘an ‘accomplished Critic. The most glorious names upon record— 
those whose memories are inseparably associated with the history and 
philosophy of mind—were eminent in the department of criticism. 
Socrates and Plato criticised the Sophists; and Aristotle examined, un- 
sparingly, the philosophical theories of Plato. Quintillian was a critic ; 
so was Montaigne and Bayle. Who can estimate the salutary influence 
of Lessing’s criticisms, upon German Literature? or of Kant’s upon 
philosophy? Milton remained in comparative obscurity until Addison, 
in the Spectator, taught every English reader how to appreciate the 
‘Paradise Lost.” The critical contributions of Swift, Pope, Steele, 
and Addison; of Johnson and Goldsmith; of Jeffreys, Carlyle, 
Macaulay, and Sydney Smith, can ‘never perish but with the English 
language. In every enlightened age and country, the true critic merits 
esteem and respect; and, certainly, no people were ever more willing 
than our own, to do just homage to literary genius. But, unfortu- 
nately, their liberality in this respect, amounts too often to a lenity, 
that is at once criminal and injurious to the national culture. No 
honest-minded thinker can regret, that the darkness which overspread 
England and America in the middle of the seventeenth century, should 
be so effectually dispelled as it now is; while it is impossible not to 
deplore that the elegance, the gracefulness, and beauty, which charac- 
terized the English literature of the eighteenth century, seem almost 
foreign to that of the nineteenth! One hundred and fifty years have 
hardly passed by, since public opinion was, almost, swayed by the 
clergy and gentry of England; and so it continued to be, to a much 
later period in this country. Such is not the case to-day. And, 
although the clergy of all denominations have lost none of that just 
respect, which is due to them as citizens and divines, the great power 
which was wielded by their ancestors, has passed into other and differ- 
ent hands. The press bas gradually sapped the influence—literary, 
political, and secular—of the priest. There are now but few intelli- 
gent citizens in the land, who do not peruse the morning newspapers 
before they take coffee. By the American people, generally, the press 
is regarded not only as the organ and exponent of political partisan- 
ship, but it is looked to for a report of the foreign and domestic news 
of the day ; for calm, sober, and dispassionate discussions upon the 
various questions agitated—Moral and Religious, Literary and Artistic, 
To the mechanic, the farmer, the clerk, and the merchant, this consti- 
tutes the principal medium of information as well as of education; and, 
if properly conducted, it would constitute, after the Bible, one of the 
finest “Institutions” of which a free country might justly boast. 
But, unfortunately, the newspaper press is not immaculate; and like 
all other half omnipotent human fabrics, its means of doing evil is 
only equalled by its power of doing good. Thé magaitade of its 
responsibility is inconceivably great: its influence is felt in every ham- 
let and village in the land; and no rightly thinking person will feel dis- 
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posed to deny, that so vast an engine of public usefulness or misery, 
should be conducted by GzxriteMeN of education, genius, candor, and 
undoubted morality, dignity, and integrity. 

Having thus briefly set forth our views in relation to newspapers, 
we will now return to the consideration of their Literary Critics and 
Criticisms ; the qualifications which a Critic should possess, and what 
should constitute a true standard of general criticism; glancing at the 
relations which must necessarily exist, between the author of a book, 
its publisher, the critic, and the public. 

To assume the editorial management of the literary department of 
a New York, Boston, or Philadelphia leading journal, is an onerous 
undertaking ; involving immense mental labor and great responsibility. 
But it is, nevertheless, when once attained, a position of which the 
most ambitious intellectualist might well be preud; and one too ardu- 
ous and important to be filled by any man of ordinary parts. The 
Critic is the only censor of the press, ever recognized in a free country, 
by an enlightened people. He is the oracle that sits in judgment upon 
both the productions of genius and mediocrity; and the young aspirant 
for fame relies with hope upon his sagacity, integrity, and intelligence, 
He may do much to foster a correct public taste, in all that relates to 
general literature; he may crush the arrogance of ignorance, and 
stamp sickly sentimentality and wretched speculation with the verdict 
of his positive disapproval. But he must do so with learning, elegance, and 
ability. To be liberally educated, endowed with large comprehensive- 
ness, and possessed of clear and quick perceptiveness, are among the primal 
necessities of every respectable critic. It is not sufficient that the person 
filling so important an office, may have added a few interesting anecdo- 
tal notes to the literary productions of other men, or compiled a cyclope- 
dia for the family table. Any precocious literary plodder, desirous of read- 
ing his name upon the title-page of a book, might have done the same. 
But the literary editor of any of our leading city journals should be 
a man of accomplished and cultivated genius. He should be gifted with 
a reasonable knowledge, at least, of the language and literature of the 
ancient Greeks and Romans. The contemporary literature of Germany 
and France should be familiar to him; and his opinions should have been 
formed from a careful study of the mental creations of the past and of 
the present. His knowledge of the English classics should be unim- 

peachable. And his life should be a continuous student life. If not 
skilled in the plastic arts, he ought certainly to be more or less ac- 
quainted with the lives and works of celebrated artists; so that, upon 
stumbling, accidentally even, upon the name of any of the great mas- 
ters, he could readily associate his memory with whatever particular 
order of art his productions might have dignified; the school, nation, 
and era to which he belonged; and the principal creations, with their 
peculiar characteristics, by which he was particularly distinguished. If 
not a practical scientificist, the critic should be acquainted, at least, with 
the history and latest results of scientific discovery. In the progress 
and development of philology, it is his duty to take a deep and devout 
interest ; for this is the science upon which rests the philosophy of uni- 
versal history. He should be acquainted with the changes continually 
taking place, and the modifications made, in the theological code. He 
ought to be able to present the readers of his journal with a clear and 
succinct view of the latest discoveries made in Pompeii and Hercula- 
neum; in Babylon and Nineveh. His knowledge of history should be, 
as nearly as possible, correct; but it should not be confined to dates, 
incidents, and ‘chronology, after the fashion of old chroniclers, There 
is, as Herder, Niebuhr and Bunsen, have clearly shown, a philosophy in 
history; a tendency to a unity of thought and purpose, in all the 
records that are extant of universal man. The discovery of this Law, 
and its application to all of his elaborate historical criticisms, should 
constitute one of the highest and noblest aspirations of the critic. It is 
better that he should entertain erroneous philosophical opinions than 
that his mind were a mere idealess machine, of crude facts and dates, 
Stripped of philosophy, history is meaningless; and the toilsome pro- 
gress of man through its dark periods, presents no eternal law, whereby 
it can be assumed that he has an “ internal life out of time and independ- 








ent of time, by virtue of the powers of his mind, and his efforts to 
realize its brightest conceptions.” Possessing these, assuredly neces- 
sary qualifications, the first duty of the critic, upon the receipt of an 
important work, is to examine it thoroughly, and stamp upon his 
mind a candid impression of its merits or demerits. In so doing, his 
sense of dignity and honor should raise him high above the baseness of 
passion or prejudice, friendship or favoritism: since the creations of the 
mind might, without impropriety, be regarded as spiritual abstractions, 
entirely distinct from the errors of the body. Being thus prepared, it is 
clearly the duty of the critic to endeavor, through the medium of his 
journal, to convey to the minds of his readers the exact reflex of his own 
opinions in relation to the book under consideration. There are few 
works published which do not contain some merit; and to the credit of 
whatever excellence a literary production may possess, its author is un- 
equivocally entitled. But, if in the aggregate, it is found to be compa- 
ratively valueless; if the shallow pretentiousness of the author assails 
the established code of morals, founded upon the civilized progress of 
ages; or, if he has sent forth his work to sail under false colors, and 
ballasted by plagiarisms ; then—no matter who he or its publisher may 
be, or what the relations of the critic to them—there is but one honest 
course left to him, and that is, to give it the pillory. It invariably 
happens, however, that the views of the critic may differ widely 
from those of the philosopher, the theologian, historian, or biographer, 
whose book—for instance, Comte’s “ Positive Philosophy ”—he is called 
upon to notice; while the opinions contained therein are sufficiently 
original, grand and sublime, to win his esteem. Here he will feel 
called upon to exercise that noble magnanimity and liberality which is 
so pre-eminently characteristic of the truly intellectual man. Fierce 
denunciation, or dogmatic condemnation, it should be remembered, is 
not criticism; and rhetoric, however fine, when destitute of argument 
and plausibility, is equalled in absurdity only by that affected kind of 
humor, always resulting in vulgar buffoonery! Consequently, if the 
reviewer would be consistent with his office; if he desires to edify his 
readers and render due justice to his author, he must, as nearly as pos- 
sible, give a clear and fair analysis of the work, suppressing no new, 
striking, or forcible idea,-which it may contain; and detracting nothing 
unjustly therefrom, by inuendo or insinuation. Having thus placed the 
author before the public, in what he conceives to be a true light, it is 
the province of the critic to point out the assumptions from which he 
feels compelled to differ, and then proceed to refute them. Such we 
hold to be (so far as it goes) a true standard of criticism. If generally 
adopted, it cannot fail, we think, of exalting in public estimation the 
character of the critic. Book-notices would be more generally read ; 
and, being not only interesting but instructive, they must,be regarded 
with public favor. 

To this theory, we are aware that two objections may be offered, 
viz: that the American people are not sufficiently interested in literary 
notices, to warrant such pains in their preparation: and that our jour- 
na!s cannot devote the necessary space for such critical reviews, in con- 
sequence of the “enormous pressure of more important matter” upon 
their columns! Here are two fallacies!! If otherwise, it is simply be- 
cause criticism in this country, is not what reasonable and intelligent 
men should expect it to be. 

We do not believe that publishers, generally, complain of the space 
devoted by the Daily Press, to notices and reviews of their new publi- 
cations. But, certainly, many of them might, with every show of jus- 
tice on their side, inveigh against the superciliousness and yant of dis- 
crimination: the inelegance of style and arrogant assumptions of some 
modern critics! We know a journal of extensive influence, undoubted 
respectability, and literary eminence, that has devoted, on various occa- 
sions, column after column of its “ valuable space” to the consideration 
and serious approval of some trashy and ungrammatical works of fic- 
tion; while, at the same time, the best volumes of Bohn’s unrivalled 
Libraries, and the finest American editions ever published of Hume’s 
“ History of England,” and “ Philosophical works,” were simply men- 
tioned in it, as briefly and slightingly as possible! The literary 
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editor of this paper—who is certainly a gentleman of fine parts— 
jeopardized his reputation by recommending bad books; and in pass- 
ing lightly over excellent reprints, he undoubtedly erred by presuming 
too much upon the intelligence of a new and working generation. But 
it would have been more commendable, in noticing, for instance, the 
translation of Plato’s works, published by Bohn, had he given an analy- 
tical view of that philosopher’s ideas of the soul’s immortality; rather 
than be the medium of assaults upon one who has been an object of 
reverence and respect, with the majority of the Christian world, during 
more than eighteen hundred years! Our public is not so enlightened 
as flatterers would have it believe; nor so unintelligent as to regard 
with either lenity or respect, the rhetoric of puffery, of which modern 
criticism is mainly composed. Consequently, to nine-tenths of the 
community, an ably-written article on the empirical philosophy of Hume, 
in review of his essays, would be highly instructive and acceptable; 
while whole pages, selected at random or with care, from the contents 
of some stupid novel, will fail to interest one out of every twenty, upon 
whose reluctant attention they are forced. It is, therefore, as idle as it 
is untrue of the American people, to assert, that they are not addicted 
to literary culture ; it is a pursuit of which they are passionately fond. 
Such a slander is sufficiently refuted by the facts that, education is a 
State Institution with us, and that the necessity of a law, by the provi- 
sions of which the right to suffrage of wholly illiterate citizens should 
be done away with, is generally agitated, and adopted, by many of the 
States composing our confederacy. But the reading public are too sen- 
sible to approve of such book notices as generally greet their eyes, in 
the columns of almost every journal. Of course, the provincial press 
cannot fail of being influenced by the example of that of large cities; 
and the consequence is, that with few exceptions, and only in so far as 
they serve to advertise a book, literary notices are of comparatively lit- 
tle service to publishers ; but infinitely less so to the mass of the people! 
How, under the existing circumstances, could the results be expected to 
prove otherwise? Week after week, the same stereotyped nonsense 
and exaggerations—about “ pathos,” “ intense interest,” “ general use- 
fulness,” “ tenderness,” “ fine type,” “ beautiful paper,” and “ rich bind- 
ing,”—by which the last as well as the present generations were so 
often swindled out of their money, and seduced into the perusal of bad 
books—are printed in the columns of influential newspapers. It is this 
unblushing scandal of which the American people have so completely 
sickened ; and not of literature. Give them honest, candid, fearless, 
able and elegant criticism ; and it will be found more acceptable to the 
public, and more generally welcomed in the family circle, than the long- 
est reports of murders, seductions, and the general catalogue of crimes, 
which are the result and disgrace, alike, of the baser passions. Every 
literary review could be made useful, instructive and interesting. And 
every such composition should bear prima facie evidence, that its author 
understood his subject. But elegance of diction should be among the 
primal objects of the critic’s ambition. He should always remember 
that it is incumbent upon him to do justice to at least three parties— 
himself, the author and publisher, and the public. No sensible author 
will feel at all flattered by an indiscriminate and vulgar puff of his book; 
while, if it is his fate to have been severely criticised, and to have the 
fruit of his thought and labors condemned, he will be in some measure 
consoled by reading the verdict of his decapitation, in polished and ele- 
gant language; from the pen, it may be, of a writer no less informed 
and original than himcelf. But whether praising or condemning a work, 
the critic should never lose sight of this important fact, that to instruct 
his readers is an imperative duty, inseparable from the functions of his 
otlice. If we were to look for a practical illustration of our ideas upon 
this point, we should not hesitate to select, for example, the critiques that 
appear in the columns of the London Times. Art may be displayed in 
criticism as well as in painting; and excellent “ grouping” is as neces- 
sary to the perfection of the former as it is to the latter. Nothing can 
be easier, to any one capable of writing grammatically, than to praise 
or abuse a book in plausible phrases; but this is not informing the pub- 
lic in relation to its merits or demerits. It is simply the dogmatic ex- 





pression of individual opinion ; and that opinion, it may be, suborned 
by malice or favoritism! If it is the purpose of the critic to discharge 
his duty properly, and be just to his own reputation ; if he would in- 
struct the public, upon literary matters, conscientiously ; and if he is 
honestly and candidly disposed, to authors and publishers; he will feel 
compelled, upon the receipt of any important publication, to lay before 
his readers a lucid synoptical view of its contents. To direct attention 
to beauty, is consonant with the dignity of art; but the spirit of hyper- 
critical fault-finding, is a consumptive disease, which should, as much as 
possible, be kept in the background. Consequently, in a review of 
Lewes’s “ Life of Goethe,” or of Forster’s “ Life and Times of Goldsmith,” 
for instance, the critic should not presume too much upon the intelli- 
gence of his readers. Many of them might, naturally enough, inquire, 
—who, and what was Goethe? Hence the critic should place him in the 
centre, as it were, of a system ; around which would revolve the Klop- 
stocks, and Ierders, and Schillers of Germany; setting forth the in- 
fluence which they had upon their country, and the history of literature 
in general. And so in treating of science, philosophy, and history; the 
critic ought to be capable of setting forth, not only the views, but the 
omissions and imperfections also of an author. To adopt a course like 
this would be, indeed, to renovate and exalt newspaper literature. Book 
notices and reviews, instead of being as at present, a kind of necessary 
incubus upon the columns of a journal, would form one of its most in- 
teresting, useful, and important features. It is, we think, a great mis- 
take, to suppose that publishers who advertise extensively are concilia- 
ted by reading exaggerated and fulsome eulogies of their publications. 
They desire, it is true, to seo their books noticed; but they wish, at 
the same time, that criticisms should be appreciative, and that, even at 
their own expense, the public should be well pleased. The recent con- 
tagious infection, of burlesquing “ The Song of Hiawatha,” must, we 
believe, have rendered obvious the necessity of a reformation in our 
critical literature. The rapid spread of that disease was alike humiliating, 
disgraceful, and disheartening; and the sorrow occasioned by it was 
rendered more intense, from the fact that the critics who thus gloried 
in detracting from the fame of a genius that nature did not permit them 
to approach, were unconscious that they were only exposing the super- 
cilious and naked sterility of their own minds! 

Publishers, it is true, are not entirely blameless. They have done 
much that they should not have been guilty of. We are not their 
apologists. Many of them may have published bad books, others, 
again, may have issued mean editions of good works. Yet the fault 
does not wholly lie with them ; like all business men, they desire to 
accumulate money, as the reward of their thrift and industry. It will, 
we have no doubt, give them great pleasure to publish respectable 
editions of standard works, if the public taste can be so regulated and 
improved, as to encourage and reward their zeal and enterprise. But, so 
long as books of genuine merit continue to jeopardize the fortune of the 
publisher, and are but coldly received by the critic; while trash proves 
remunerative, and the eulogisms of false and exaggerated rhetoric 
herald their appearance, it is impossible to count, with any degree of 
certainty, upon the advent of better times. T. W. M.
